The bill now pending probably m in 
tains the spirit of the law in most of its 
provisions but not in all.

the senatorial 
districts 
The bill divides Jackson, Lawrence, 
Orange, 
Washington 
and 
Martin 
counties into two senatorial districts, 
Lawrence, Martin, and Orange compose 
one of these and Jackson and Wash­ 


ington the other. 
Now there is no 
question but the counties can be more 


equitably divided than this. 
Using the committee’s figures, the 
unit for senatorial apportionment is

votes.

their figures is 23,209. Now if these 
five counties are to compose two sena 
torial districts each one should con­ 
tain as near one half of 21,299 ( 11,649) 
votes as possible.

Fr** Trader Bryan*. Nomination Compel! 
General Tariff Debate. 
In nom inating Hon. 
W illiam 
J. 
Bryan of Nebraska as the Democratic 
candidate for the office of preuident the 
Democratic party has unw ittingly and 
unw illingly foroed to the front the issu* 
of protection against fiee trad*. 
As 
proof of this it is only necessary to refer 
to Mr. B ryan’s tariff record In congress, 
daring bis brief experience there as a 
member of the house of ropreeentatives. 
end, in order that the friend9 of protec­ 
tion mey have an opportunity to refresh 
their memories in this respeot, W* pub­ 
lish this week some extract« from his 
speeches delivered during the second 
»ession of the F ifty-third congress when 
the Wilson bill became law. 
Mr. Bryan is an out and out free 
trader. 
He was dissatisfied even w ith 
the original Wilso» bill before it re­ 
ceived the 600 am endm ents that finally 
enabled its passage through the United 
States senate. He regards " a tariff of 10 
peroent levied purposely for protection” 
as being "ju st as indefensible as a tariff 
of 1,000 per oeut." Of the original free 
trade Wilson bill he said: " I think tbs 
duties all th« way through this bill are 
higher than necessary.” But, low as 
they were, he viewed it to a "step in 
the right direction. ” 
He also said, “ I 
am for free wooli’* again, ifl believe 
in free iron ore;” again, "T he duty 
on ooal it indefensible." 
These brief quotations will suable all 
friends of protection to appreciate the 
imminent danger to every American 
wage earner and every American indus­ 
try that would arise through the elec­ 
tion of Mr. Bryan to th* presidency. 
Contrast the words of the Democratic 
demagogue with those of Hoc. William 
MoF.inley, "When there is wo*k there 
is wages, and when there is work wage 
earner* are oonsumers, who ^ntribute 
the best market for th* products of enr 
soil.” How Mr. Bryan can make th* 
western fanners believe to the contrary 
—that idle wage earners oan "confcrib 
ute the best marxet for tho products of 
our soil”—-it will be interesting to ob­ 
serve. 
He would oluse every coal and 
iron mine, he would let our lumber 
oom« from Canada, our wool from Aon 
tralia and the olothea we wear from Eu 
rope, or else he would insist that all 
American labor employed in all such 
American industries be paid only 
such lew rates of wages to ar* ear 
by labor engaged in similar occupations 
abroad.

$8,000 in cash on hand. 
The society, 
p uts out its money on an average of 
about four tim es a year. 
C ounting it 
tvery tim e it is p u t in circulation, about 
$80,000 is loaned annually. 
This helpful institution, w hich dou­ 
ble discounts the church paw nshop es­ 
tablished here two years ago, bears a 
w hich in E nglish means 
th a t money is 
law laid down in the Bible— nam ely, 
w ithout security, w ithout interest, w ith ­ 
out knowledge w hether the borrow er is 
honest u n til after a tria l has been given 
and w ithout allow ing any one m an to 
know th a t a brother needs help. 
Of tho money loaned not a cent has 
ever gone to a member, the deserving 
poor alone being aided. 
A ll an appli­ 
cant has to do is to leave his or her 
nam e and address. 
N o indorsem ent or 
certificate of honesty is needed. 
No re­ 
ligious distinctions are made, all appli­ 
cants being treated 
alike. 
F or four 
years this rem arkable loan office has 
been quietly doing good. 
It does not 
seek notoriety, and few outside th e te r­ 
ritory w hich profits by its helpfulness 
know th a t such a w orthy institution ex­ 
ist* 
W hen a borrow er enters the office 
laid begins to tell a tale of woe, the sec­ 
retary protest* 
If he sees the person ia 
needy, money is iiauut u **nL, ano t~c 
borrow er in told th a t it is liot necessary 
to relate his or her troubles. If a person 
has borrowed $5 and repaid it, $10 w ill 
be loaned. If $10, then $15 w ill be giv­ 
en, and so on up to $25. 
The w ard in 
w hich this loan office is located has 
100,000 people packed into a radius of 
one m ile, a greater population to the 
area than can be found in any other 
city in the country.— New York L e tt« 
in P ittsburg Dispatch.

Number of Agricultural Product* Re­ 
turned to the McKinley Rate*—Wilson 
Duties od Wine* and Spirit* aud Chela 
leal* Rem ain Unchanged — P lateglass 
R ate a* Arranged by the Com m ittee, 


W ashington, Feb. 6.—The daily ses­ 
sions of the Republican members of the 
ways and means committee which have 
been in progress for about two weeks 
have brought the tariff bill which is to 
be laid before the next congress to a 
stage where the character of the meas­ 
ure can be somewhat gauged and where 
certain of the most important schedules 
are definitely fixed. 
Four schedules 
have now been fairly completed—the 
chemical, agricultural, wines and spirits 
and earthen and glassware schedules. 
Yesterday’s meeting was the malt im­ 
portant of the series, for it resulted in 
the framing of the agriculture schedule. 
The most important step in connection 
with this schedule was the establish­ 
ment of rates of #5 a head on cattle 
more than I year old and of 25 per cent 
ad valorem on cattle valued at more 
than #20 a head. The McKinley rates 
on other livestock, including the rate of 
82 on cattle of I year old or less, are re­ 
stored. 
Among the products in the agricul­ 
tural schedule which are returned to 
the McKinley rates are bread studs and 
rice, 
dairy 
products, potatoes and 
starch, castor beaus and flaxseed, meats 
and meat products, eggs and poultry, 
vegetable* and suit. 
The demand of 
the farmer for the McKinley rate of $4 
a ton on hay instead of the Wilson rate 
82, was granted. Chicory is placed at I 
cent a pound in accordance with the re­ 
quests of the growers in the central 
states who believe they can capture the 
home market with protection. 
Rates 
on oranges have not been fixed bat the 
committee has decided to change the 
classification and make the rates higher 
than those of the McKinley bill fear the 
benefit of the California interest. 
In 
the chemical schedule many of the Wil­ 
son rates will be retained. 
The Wilson 
duties on soaps and sodas and kindred 
chemicals which are the raw materials 
of soap are left unchanged. The pres­ 
ent rates on oils including castor oil al­ 
so will be retained except where changes 
are made necessary by the restoration of 
duties on the raw materials which enter 
into them as in the case of linseed ohs. 
There will bs bat slight changes in the 
rates on paints and dye stuffs and their 
constituent elements. 
The duties on 
lead in ores is placed at I cent a pound.

In a contest over th© com 
mittens report the measure received 61 
affirmative votes.

jority of the committee reported the 
caucus measure favorably, th© Demo­ 
cratic members submitting a minority 
report against it. 
Some of the mem­ 
bers were absent, 
among them Mr. 
Thomas (Rep.) who has been reported 
as opposed to the bill. 
Mr. Babcock 
voted to table the minority 
report 
though he has been a very warm op­ 
ponent of the bill on account of the 
hard luck of Lagrange and Stneben 
counties. 
Mr. Butler of Steuben was 
the only Republican who voted against 
tabling the minority report and he did 
so that he might expreee his disapproval 
of the way his county was treated in 
the bill. 
The motion to table was car­ 
ried by a vote of 48 to 40. 
On the mo- 
i tion to adopt the majority report Mr. 
Butler voted with the Republicans for 
its adoption, th® Tote standing 5! to 44, 
It requires 51 votes to parn the bill. 
Other committee reports were then 
taken up and a goodly number of minor 
bills were killed off. 
Among them was 
the senate bill requiring justices of the 
peace to use seals, house billa exempting 
personal property of mechanics from 
taxation, concerning damage snits aris­ 
ing from imperfect appliances, and pro­ 
viding for the employment of shorthand 
reporters in all courts.

fenders between 80 and 16 years of age. 
Senator Ellison made a carefully pre­ 
pared address in behalf of the measure 
as a step in the direction of reform and 
prevention of crime, after which Che 
bill went over until 2 o’clock next Mon­ 
day.

— The house 
took up several bills Thursday on third 
reading, among them the Ryan meas­ 
ure to prevent the killing of quail and 
grouse. 
The bill declares it unlawful 
to hunt or kill these birds for the mar 
bet, to ship them out of the state or to 
expose them for sale, and Imposes a fine 
of $1 for each bird. 
The bill passed by 
a vote of 84 to 8.

It would be singular if there had been 
no reduction in the per capita cornu mp- 
tion of wheat in the Unite J Slate! in 
the last two or three years even if there 
had been no hard time* to ascon it for 
it. The statistic! show, however, that 
there is a material reduction in the per 
capita consumption of wheat since the 
early days of the republic W ien bread 
was regarded af the veritable staff of 
life. No long?r thin tveaty y»sraag> 
the per capita consumption in this 
country ranged 
considerably above 
five bushels. 
la the last three or four 
years it has ranged slightly above four 
bushels, one year sinking below four 
bushels. 
People do n it eat as much 
bread as formerly. Tney d> not have 
to, for other kinds of food, often more 
palatable if not m ire nutritious, have 
boon introduce!. 
Toe canned giods 
industry is an indmtry that has been 
built up mainly in the last twenty fir ? 
or thirty years. Canned m elts are of 
recent origin. 
At the time when bread was the staff 
of life a flour barrel in every ordiairy 
home was as much an article of furni­ 
ture as a cook stove 
No young couple, 
particularly in the rural districts, ever 
thought of going to housekeeping with­ 
out a filled flour and a pork barrel 
There 
are 
a thousand comfortable 
homes to-day, and in rural districts, too, 
where neither of these articles of fur 
alture can be found. Canned meats, 
canned fruits and vegetables have taken 
the place of both. 
Moreover, there is 
a constantly growing disposition on the 
p v t even of epicures to eat m>re of 
the meal of maize than that of wheat 
The palatable dishes that chefs have 
demonstrated possible from Indian corn 
have popularised that product. To 
tach a condition has the world come by 
reason of ingenuous chefs and enter­ 
prising preservers of meat and vegeta­ 
bles, that it would be possible for It to 
get along without wheat altogether and 
thew* are many well-laid tables to-day 
on which bread, onoe regarded as the 
staff of life, has no part more than once 
aday 
It was onoe said, “Man shall not 
live by bread alone.*' That was more 
than eighteen hundred years ago. Now 
it has come to pass that he can live 
arith no bread at all.—Times Star.
